I think 
this would bf. one book that would have little trouble finding a publisher. : .Whet 
I would really like would be an edited version of P7», to put it in perspective, 
and the captioned pictures- together .with .such text an t ho now know 3e ago requires. 

In short, optimum if a large book, meaning thick, and nn expensive one-but im my 
opinion, one that would sell and; be profitable. I think it would serve sn important 
national purpose, also. 

Then there remains the problem of the pictures of which we dc not know. 

There are many reopl9 who snapped a mb teur pictures who have laid 'them aside and 
forgotten them, who. conceive tha t because their film, does not show the head ex- 
ploding it is of no value (which is quite wrong), or who ar cj still afraid. 

On two occasions friends hav arranged for me to da radio talk shows in 
Delias. The first time the show wee ended when the 1 man 7/ho ran it was promoted. 

The second I could rot get there because my own work has me about f 35, 000 in 
debt.

Dale , for example, will tell you that I clobbered Manchester on his show 
for whet Manchester wrote. I to uld like very much to So a show or shows on the 
Uew Orleans aspect, which comes from my work and on v/hich I m still working 
to help Garrison. There are things I cen end do do for him that he cannot for 
himself, people who will speak to me and not to him, or who will not speak to 
him openly until I firsthtalk to them. 




I think th9 thorpau^Tctic velus of such radio or TV in or near Dallas 
could he great. If the powerful people in that city could only come to realize 
it, they ear. do more for themselves this way than in any of the apologetic, 
self-service ways they have considered. If Hunt’, for example, were to use some of 
hia influence end money he could do himself more, good than in all the indirect 
ways he seems to have triod. I know one newsman from the north he tried to 
interest in conducting on investigation for him.

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time, whenever 1 can be aired there, I can make a su&dued pitch 
. for. pictures, s bowing .how they can be of value to the owner nod the country, and 
possibly get soma,' for, more, without doubt, exist. 

But the problem of publication on this subject is neiths r easy nor simple. 
I’ve had $ y fifth book dona for .more then six months. A just cannot risk the 
additional indebtedness.. Yet it is, irt my opinion, the mest/cho eking one yet. It 
is entitled POST MORTEM j' SUB RSSSED K3KKESY AUTOPSY. And it tells, with. several 
hundred pages of suppressed documents, the. inside story of that autopsy end 
what relates to it. In the past I have, as I could., tried the foundations. 7v’h8re 
there were responses, they .were, negative, if this can be the problem of a man 
who has established e reputation in the field end earned the respect while he also 
earned the hatred of publishers, is there "ground for optimism? I. think so, but I 
would be less... than honest in not writing to you this way. 

There is also the problem of the glut of comarci.al trivia, the most recent 
being e disgraceful se lf-demeen i rg bv the respected AP Puli tzer I'rise -winning 
Reiman Morin; whose blatantly titled "As s ass i he t ion" is really a rotten book. 

Perhaps the major pio blem in completeness is the Zapruder film; but I think 
I knoA a way around that. 

Any we y, I do. hope you can find your Way clear to be of help, one way or 
another. No one man, no group of men, can do what is required, and it must be 
dene. I hove no doubt of th? profitability of the venture-enough copies could be sole 
in your State to pay the cost. If wa cen organize something, it can work. 

I would like, very much, if you know how it can be arranger!, to have a 
chance to talk to ^unt. He could'' .make it a!J.l possible and help himself while 
doing it.
